Among numerous Upanishads, Taittiriyopanishad holds a prominent position. 
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Taittiriyopanishad belonged to Yajurveda which has two recensions, 
Suklayajurveda and Krishnayajurveda. Taittiriyopanishad belongs to 
Krishnayajurveda which forms the part of Taittiriya Aranyaka as its seventh, 
eighth and ninth sections (prapathakas). This work consists of three chapters, 
named as Siksavalli, Brahmanandavalli, and Bhrguvalli. The Upanisat begins 
with a chapter on siksa, which is a vedanga. It is called as Siksadhyaya because 
it affords opportunity to learn the alphabet, the proper pronunciation of them with 
reference to the short and long vowels and the proximity of consonants and the 
utterance of vowels with accents. It teaches the art of correct chanting of vedic 
hymns with proper accent, intonations etc. and concludes with a comprehensive 
practical instruction given by the guru to the disciple. These instructions were 
given at the time of departure of the disciple after completing his education. 
These instructions meant for leading an ideal worldly life and insist on making 
the life in this world perfect. 

11. Vedic Concept of Yoga and Its Present Relevance 
Dr. Sachidananda Mahapatra 

The word ‘Yoga’ is a peculiar word which reveals a number of meanings 
as regard to its use in different context. This word has been profusely used in the 
Indian literature. The Vedic texts are full of Yoga from which a distinct concept 
emerges. The earliest occurrence of the word Yoga found in the Rigveda is: 
yasmadrte na sidhyanti yajno vippascitascana sa dhinam yogaminvati (RV. 
1.18.7) This mantra reveals that no sacrificial rite can perfectly be performed 
without yoga and thus yoga here means concentration of mind without which no 
significant work can be done. Patanjali, the great propounder of yoga had defined 
it (yogaO later as cittavrttinirodhah i.e. ‘concentration of mind’ of otherwise 
translated as restrain of mental modifications. The etymology of Yoga here is:- 
Vyujir-yoge i.e. from Vyuj ‘to unite’ or ‘to integrate’ and means a state of union 
or integration. It is the union of an individual soul (jivatma) with the Divine, 
Cosmic or Supreme soul (paramantma). In the full paper, the following points 
have been discussed.

25. Rudra’s Physician characters as delineated in the Vedas

Vedas are the store house of knowledge. The Rgveda, the Yajurveda, the 
Samaveda and the Atharvaveda are the oldest recorded documents on earth. As a 
result of continuous research, it has now become an established fact that the 
literature shows sufficient evidences dwelling on numerous branches of studies 
of not only arts but also science. The medical topics also have been dealt in the 
Vedas. The Vedic people never wished to die living only a short span of life. They 
desired to live for hundred years at least. They wished to enjoy their life hundred 
years. Therefore, they did struggle and effort made to live life free from diseases 
during the Vedic civilization. The Rgveda has mantras of huge number praying 
to keep body healthy. For example, there is a prayer to god Rudra to take care 
both two footed and four-footed animals so that they do not become sick. Thus, 
one afflicted with disease is asked to offer oblation to god. Rudra is called great 
physician (R.V., 2.33.4). In Vedas Rudra is said to have healing remedies. There 
is a spell in the Atharvaveda which is chanted against disease and here Rudra is 
said to have a healing remedy against Vranaroga. The devotees invoke Rudra to 
confer medicines for cow, horse, man etc. In the R.V., Rudra is described as a 
healer of diseases. His remedy is called jalasa and that is why he is known as 
Jalasabhesaja. The role of Rudra as a physician is more vividly depicted in the 
Atharvaveda. Rudra is invoked by the worshippers to be gracious to them along 
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with jalasa (A.V., 6.57.2). In this paper, an attempt has been made to highlight 
the physician characteristics of Rudra as found in the Vedas.

53. Problems and solutions in translating Vedic texts into English 

Dr. Mugdha Gadgil 

Dept, of Sanskrit and Prakrit S.P. Pune University 

Sanskrit is one of the most ancient languages in the world. It is commonly 
accepted that Sanskrit originated and flourished between approximately 2500 
B.C. and 1400 A.D. Further during the colonial rule it was studied by the British 
scholars and scholars of other nationalities. Eventually numerous Sanskrit texts 
were translated by these scholars into English, German, French etc. 
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One comes across a rich tradition of Sanskrit commentaries on almost all 
prominent Sanskrit texts. These commentaries were composed in order to 
interpret older texts. It can be viewed upon as monolingual translations. All 
modern translations of Sanskrit texts were done by depending more or less on the 
Sanskrit commentaries. 

The form of Sanskrit used in the texts composed before Christ is broadly 
known as Vedic language. The texts composed in this period are mainly scriptural 
ones. They mainly represent pre-Hinduism ritualistic and cultural ideas. Thus 
there was a clear cultural gap between the source language and the target 
languages. Hence translating these texts was a more testing activity for Western 
scholars even after referring to the Sanskrit commentaries! So, they faced peculiar 
problems while interpreting the Vedic texts and attempted to solve them with 
certain tools like elaborate footnotes. Later some Indian scholars too got involved 
in this work. 

Present paper focuses on some such problems and solutions in translating 
Vedic texts with the help of available English translations.

67. Interpretational variations of the term ‘Pasu ’ applied in various rituals 

and sacrifices

Sometimes it is very difficult to know, to understand, to interpret and to 
analyze the exact meaning of the Vedic terms or words occurred in our Sanskrit 
literature right from the Vedic to contemporary age. Moreover, to know the real 
sense or intention of the speaker of a word, its relevance and importance in the 
contemporary age we need proper interpretation or analysis of the word so far its 
context is concerned. We come across such a term ‘pasu ’ which is commonly 
recognized as animal in connection with various rituals and sacrifices. Whether 
the term ‘pasu ’ intending the meaning of an animal was killed or not. It requires 
a though study on the basis of various texts available before us. Killing innocent 
animals or beasts have been a practice of priests while performing various rituals 
and sacrifices which is seen even today in society. So far the Vedic ritual or any 
sacrificial context, it has a wider sense of interpretation dealing with various 
objects or beings. If we think about the term ‘a -dhvara ’ (non-violence) for the 
word sacrifice then where is the question of killing animals in the sacrifice? 
Whether animals were supposed to be killed in the sacrifice or any other 
substitutable beings or objects were offered. Looking at this transitional juncture, 
many peculations have been put forth by various thinkers, interpreters, Vedic 
commentators, scholars, social reformers both of the East and the West and have 
tried to interpret the term ‘Pasu ’ variously from different angles. 

Hence, an effort has been made in this paper to focus at “Interpretational 
variations of the term ‘pasu ’ applied in various rituals and sacrifices” which 
shall be analyzed.

85. Smrtis And the Hindu Minority And

Though the Smrtis have not dealt with the law of guardianship of minors 
with much details in comparision to other legal aspects, yet it has great 
contribution in modem Hindu Law. Many mles of the smrtis are found to be 
incorporated in modern Hindu Law. However, for the changing need of the time, 
certain rules have been modified and also newly incorporated in modern time. 


86. Accent system in Vedic language-A Semantic Approach

Vedic language is flourished with the usage of accent system. It has the

From the age of Yaska, the 
importance of accents was stressed by scholars of various disciplines. Hence it 
may be assumed that the chanting of Veda through the usage of accents was 
popular at that time. It may be assumed that in addition to this, sometimes the 
incorrect usage of accents was also occurred at that time. This may paved a way 
to form texts like Pratisakhyas and Siksas. These texts emphasize the importance 
of accent system in Vedic language and they explain the appropriate 
pronunciation of Vedic words. Nirukta of Yaska explains the importance of 
accents with the proper way of pronunciation to get actual meaning of the hymn. 

The study based on ancient texts and modern discourses on linguistic and 
semantic Vedic structure of Language. This study tries to highlight the specific 
features on Vedic language through the semantic analysis on accent system.

103. Vedic goddess yrithivi and her evolution in the later tradition

The vedic deities have their own interesting nature. They all differ in their 
characteristics. These deities were mere outcome of the natural phenomenon and 
the fear in the mind of man. The vedic goddesses generally benign protective 
deities to whom seers typically appeal for wealth, strength and general well being. 
Some of the vedic goddesses remain in their pure natural form rather than 
personification. In this paper will be discussing about the attributes of goddess 
prithivi in vedic tradition and her transition to goddess Bhoodevi in the later 
period. 

104. NAMING SUFFIXES FROM NIRUKTA AND UNADI SUTRAS 

Kalyani Kulkarni 

Nirukta and Vyakarana are the vedarigas which render a direct focus on 
wordsand their structures and functions. Nirukta, while deciphering the word, 
uses various techniques like mentioning the root of a word, mentioning it with 
suffixes, giving the compound forms etc but focuses more on interpreting 
it.Vyakarana, on the other hand, just gives the mechanical structure of a word. 
Keeping in mind the similarities and differences of these two vedarigas, a study 
regarding naming suffixes (namakaranapratyaya) and words from nirukta and 
those from unadisutras is done here. 

It is observed that at certain places in nirukta,Yaskacarya has given the 
etymologies by stating the suffixes along with the roots. He uses the term 
"NamakaranaPratyaya" for the same. (For eg. - Okaronamakaranah. Irah 
namakaranah. etc.) When found its traces in unadisutras, one finds similar words 
as in nirukta but with different suffixes used. And despite the difference in roots 
and suffixes, the meaning conveyed is the same. Also, varnasadharmya of the 
suffixes can be noted. This takes us to many questions like - What methodology 
is used in both the cases while deriving the same meaning with different sets of 
combinations of prakrti and pratyay? What effect has Nirukta made on the later 
frameworks like unadisutras? Why has Panini inserted these words in 
unadisutras? What does the term 'Namakarana' signify? An attempt to find the 
solutions for these questions is made in this paper. 

105. Concept of Vivah in the Vedic Period

I intend to prove that marriage is the most important of all the sixteen 
“Hindu Samskaras”... The Gryhasutras, Which is a source in the family, generally 
begins with the children and a husband, satiating one with domestic felicity. 
Because it is the origin of all the domestic sacrifices. They presuppose that 
everyman, in its normal conditions, is expected to marry and run a home. The 
literary expressions regarding the marriage ceremony are traced in Rig-Veda and 
Atharvaveda: A sweet home, a lady love and fondling in the house - these were 
coveted objects for the Vedic Aryans marriage and was regarded as sacrifices. 
‘He is himself a half man, the second half is wife’. It is one way of paying of 
one’s ancestral debt by producing children. The word ‘marriage’ has a reference 
to a union of the male and female which does not cease with the act of procreation 
but persists after the birth of offspring until the young are capable of supplying 
their needs. Sexual instinct itself could not have brought about permanent 
relationship between a man and a woman. Nor that the aboriginal man had that 
glimmering conception of that ideal love which today binds a pair together in the 
strongest of human ties.

The Rg-veda is undoubtedly the oldest literary monument of the Indo- 
European languages. There are various types in the R g-veda like Religions 
hymns, Akhyana hymns, philosophical hymns, Riddle hymns etc. There are as 
well some nor-religious hymns which are mixed with the sacred and sacrificial 
songs of the Rg-veda, they are named as Secular hymns. Seeing the placement of 
these rion-religious poem ir the Rg-veda, mazy scholars have considered aeg-veda 
to be not only a golden collection of praj'ers or cdes but also a huge place of the 
deep feeling related to the daily life and Social aspects. The following Kg-vedic 
hymns have been considered by the scholars to be termed as Secular Hymns like 

1) The Dana Stutis ► Rg-veda 1.125&i26. 

2) The Riddle Poetry 
Rg-veda 31" 1.165 

3) The Frog Song —Rg-veca 7.103 

4) The Funeral Hyrm —> Rg-veda 10.18 

5) The Wedding Hymn —> Rg-veda 10.85 etc. 

Regarding the literary aspects of the secular hymns presented in some of 
them have been discussed in a somewhat stray manner by Sushil Kumar De, 
Prehlada Kuma ra and P.S. Sa stri. The proposed stndy will incorporate an 
idiosyncratic study to determine the style of the poets of the select Vedic texts. 
The meter named 'Gayatri' is found is the above secular hymns like aeg-veda 1.09, 
1.164, 10.18 etc. The meter named Tristubh is found in the Kg-veda 1.117, 
1.125,1.164,7.103,10.27 etc. 
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The figure of speech named 'Exemplification’ is found in the mantras of 
the Rg-veda 1.125, 1.126 etc. The figure of speech named like ‘Personification” 
is found in the mantras of the aeg-veda 1.1126, 7.103 etc. The figure of speech 
named Metaphor is found in the Rg-veda7.103 also.
